means just nothing at all, unless the principles which it sets forth
continue in common practice, $

The preamble of the Declaration declares that *“all men are
created free and equal” The laws of heredity prove that this
statement, if interpreted as meaning that all men are equally
endowed by God, is a fallacy. If, on the other hand, the state-
ment is interpreted as meaning that all men should have equal
privilege and advantage, then we, as a nation, are accepting the
Declaration daily with words and damning it daily with actions.

He who can afford to pay is enabled to pick flaws in the law
or show up minor errors in legal procedure, so that the scales
of Justice are tipped in his favor., On the other hand, he who
cannot afford to pay the price for expert flaw-pickers—goes to jail.

We freely admit that all men are not created equal, from the
standpoint of mental and moral endowments, And the dismissal
of the Doheny-Fall-Sinclair indictments on a technicality revealed
by high-priced lawyers shows that all men are not credted equal
from a standpoint of opportunity and advantage. ™

Just as long as the very rich are able to buy privilege in the
courts by, engaging high-paid experts to “hide a mountain with a
grain of sand,” just so long will the Constitutional statement that
all men are created free and equal be a high-sounding series of
words—and nothing more.
